MANAGEMENT  CONSIDERATIONS 

V.  Terrestrial  Resource  Management  Considerations 

Management  centers  on  providing  bank  and  boat  access  to  the  Black  River  and 
preventing  activities  from  compromising  stream  bank  integrity.  Centerville  Access 
and  Lesterville  Access  provides  nesting  habitat  for  a Missouri  Species  of 
Conservation  Concern. 


Challenges  and  Opportunities: 

1)  Maintain  adequate  riparian  corridors. 

2)  Prevent  soil  erosion. 

Management  Objective  1:  Maintain  nesting  habitat  for  Missouri  Species  of 
Conservation  Concern  at  Lesterville  Access  and  Centerville  Access. 

Strategy  1:  Maintain  mature  bottomland  forest  conditions  at  Lesterville 
Access  and  Centerville  Access  (Forestry). 
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Strategy  2:  Monitor  population  of  Missouri  Species  of  Conservation  Concern 
(Forestry). 

Management  Objective  2:  Prevent  soil  erosion  due  to  infrastructure. 

Strategy  1:  Ensure  roads  and  road-side  drainages  are  managed  to  reduce 
runoff,  sedimentation  and  erosion  (Forestry). 

VI.  Aquatic  Resource  Management  Considerations 

Challenges  and  Opportunities: 

1)  Prevent  excessive  stream  bank  erosion. 

Management  Objective  1:  Ensure  that  infrastructure  doesn’t  increase  bank  erosion. 
Strategy  1:  Boat  ramps  and  slides  will  be  installed  and  maintained  to  have  a 
low  profile  on  the  bank  to  prevent  back  eddies  and  plunging  currents  (Design 
and  Development). 

VII.  Public  Use  Management  Considerations 
Challenges  and  Opportunities: 

1)  Provide  boat  access  along  as  much  of  the  Black  River  as  possible. 

2)  Inform  the  public  of  opportunities  available  at  these  areas. 

3)  Maintain  areas  in  desirable  condition. 

Management  Objective  1:  Maintain  suitable  public  access  at  each  area. 

Strategy  1:  Evaluate  locations  for  a new  access  road  at  Lesterville  Access  and 
determine  construction  and  maintenance  costs.  (Forestry,  Fisheries,  Design 
and  Development) 

Strategy  2:  Maintain  access  roads  in  a usable  condition.  (Design  and 
Development) 

Management  Objective  2:  Continue  to  inform  the  public  of  recreational 
opportunities  available  at  these  areas. 

Strategy  1:  Maintain  signage  at  the  accesses  in  accordance  with  Missouri 
Department  of  Conservation  (Department)  policy  (Forestry). 

Strategy  2:  Work  with  local  media  specialist  to  highlight  underutilized 
resources  (Forestry,  Outreach  and  Education). 
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VIII.  Administrative  Considerations 


Challenges  and  Opportunities: 

1)  Improve  access  to  the  main  channel  of  the  Black  River  at  the  Lesterville 
Access. 

Management  Objective  1:  Determine  feasibility  of  purchasing  land  adjacent  to  the 
north  boundary  of  Lesterville  Access  to  provide  direct  access  to  the  Black  River. 
Strategy  1:  Contact  neighboring  landowners  to  determine  purchasing 
opportunities.  (Forestry) 

Management  Objective  2:  Consider  a new  access  road  on  Lesterville  Access  to 
provide  access  to  the  main  channel  of  the  Black  River. 

Strategy  1:  Evaluate  locations  for  a new  access  road  and  determine 
construction  and  maintenance  costs.  (Forestry,  Fisheries,  Design  and 
Development) 

Lands  Proposed  for  Acquisition: 

When  available,  adjacent  land  may  be  considered  for  acquisition  from  willing 
sellers.  Tracts  that  improve  area  access,  provide  public  use  opportunities, 
contain  unique  natural  communities  and/or  species  of  conservation  concern,  or 
meet  other  Department  priorities,  as  identified  in  the  annual  Department  land 
acquisition  priorities,  may  be  considered.

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Appendix  1.  Centerville  Access  Area  Background 

Centerville  Access  is  located  on  the  West  Fork  of  the  Black  River.  The  area  was  purchased  in 
1991.  It  has  historically  been  a popular  recreational  spot  for  the  local  population  and  continues  to 
be  popular.  Centerville  Access  is  the  uppermost  site  recommended  for  purchase  in  the 
Department’s  Stream  Area  Acquisition  Plan  (1989).  The  upper  section  of  the  Black  River  has 
good  water  quality,  but  carries  a heavy  gravel  load.  Despite  the  heavy  gravel  load  and  shallow 
water  problems,  some  fishing  does  take  place  on  the  area.  At  the  time  of  purchase,  there  were  15 
acres  of  open  ground.  In  1998,  10  acres  were  planted  to  trees  and  the  remaining  5 acres  were 
allowed  to  naturally  reforest. 

Legal  Description:  Township  32  North,  Range  1 East,  Section  20. 

Area  Location:  Centerville  Access  is  located  just  north  of  Centerville  on  the  west  side  of 
Highway  21.

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Appendix  3.  Lesterville  Access  Area  Background 

Lesterville  Access  is  located  on  the  Black  River  and  was  purchased  in  1991.  An  entrance  road 
and  parking  lot  were  constructed  shortly  after  the  purchase.  The  area  soon  became  a popular  put- 
in/take-out  spot  for  many  river  floaters.  At  the  time  of  purchase,  the  area  provided  direct  access 
to  the  left  descending  bank  of  the  river.  Over  time,  a high-flow  channel  developed  along  the  right 
descending  bank  of  the  river  which  is  not  on  Department  property.  In  2007,  the  high-flow 
channel  moved  completely  to  the  right  descending  bank,  leaving  the  access  area  with  no  direct 
river  access  as  presently  designed.  The  northwest  section  of  the  area  has  access  to  the  main 
channel  of  the  river,  but  there  is  no  public  access  to  this  section  of  the  area. 

Legal  Description:  Township  32  North,  Range  2 East,  Sections  27,  28. 

Area  Location:  Lesterville  Access  is  located  approximately  2 miles  south  of  Lesterville  on 
County  Road  364.
